AIRSPACE JAM 


Flights expected to 
be just as jam-packed 
for Thanksgiving

WASHINGTON The government is opening 
some military airspace to ease airline con- 
gestion over Thanksgiving and Christmas, 
though the effort is likely to have only lim- 
ited results. And if the weather’s bad, all 
bets are off. 

President Bush announced Tuesday he’s 
expanding the Thanksgiving express lanes 
this year to include military air corridors 
in the Midwest, the Southwest and the 
West Coast. That’s in addition to the East 
Coast corridors, which also were freed up 
for holiday traffic last year. 

The military uses the space for 
exercises, but often makes some available 
to commercial planes on an ad hoc basis. 

Approximately 24 million passengers 
are expected to fly over the 12 days around 
the Thanksgiving holiday this year, said 
David Castelveter, a spokesman for the Air 
Transport Association, which represents 
the airline industry That’s about 
10 percent fewer than last year, but airlines 
also have removed about 10 percent of 
their capacity from the system, meaning

planes will be just as crowded. Castelveter 
said airplanes will be about 90 percent 
full at peak travel times and will be 100 
percent full in key markets. 

Making highways in the sky that are 
normally restricted to the military open to 
commercial airliners may get planes from 
one airport to another faster, but they’ll 
still have to contend with bottlenecks 
at the nation’s busier airports when they 
arrive. 

Doug Church, a spokesman for the air 
traffic controllers union, said one result 
of airplanes arriving faster could be more 
planes circling busy airports and running 
low on fuel. 

“Our point is that they don’t have a plan 
to get them on the ground any faster,” 
Church said. “This plan does nothing to 
relieve the congestion at the airports that 
are the traditional hotspots.” 


Transportation Department spokesman 
Brian Turmail said that by signaling to 
airlines in advance that the military 
corridors will be available, they will be able 
to consider these fast lanes in their flight 
plans to avoid unnecessary circling. 

Castelveter said some airliners may be 
able to get off the ground faster if there’s 
an extra corridor to send them to, and that 
added corridors also can speed up planes 
to less congested airports, where they 
don’t have to wait. 

But he also acknowledged: “If you do 
all of these things and you get hit by bad 
weather, you’re still going to have delays.” 

Bush also announced other steps 
to ease holiday air travel. He said his 
administration was working with the 
Federal Aviation Administration, the 
Transportation Security Administration 
and the airlines to make more staff available 
to speed check-ins and boarding. 

The president also said new regulations 
that raise the amount airlines must pay 
to travelers for lost bags and for failing to 
notify passengers about hidden fees will be 
in place in time for the Christmas travel 
crush. Another recently implemented rule 
requires airlines to pay higher bump fees 
to passengers when they are ticketed but 
travelers wind up without a seat.

Most people may know it as Obama’s ’hood, 
but locals have long known the Park’s perks

REDEYE 

The next president of the United States lives in a 
stately red brick house on South Greenwood Avenue, 
across the street from a synagogue, just over the Hyde 
Park border in a tony section of Kenwood. 

For anyone who has tried to catch a glimpse of the 
Obama family abode in recent months, that’s about 
all you get. Concrete barricades and around-the-clock 
security prevent anyone from driving or walking 
down Barack Obama’s block. Since the election, cars 
are barred from going down a three-block stretch of 
Hyde Park Boulevard, across the street from which 
pedestrian tourists futilely angle for a decent photo 
of the now-historic home. 

Obama’s historic presidential campaign has put 
Chicago in the spotlight, and the glare shines bright- 
est in the Hyde Park area, which has seen an influx of 
guys in flak jackets, foreign media and tourists look- 
ing to buy Obama souvenirs in his very own neighbor- 
hood. 

Now that the Illinois Tourism Bureau has updated 
its three-day “Presidential Trails” getaways to include 
Obama’s haunts, Hyde Park-Kenwood can expect the 
attention to swell. 

“This is a huge opportunity for us to characterize 
just what’s special about Hyde Park and the University 
of Chicago, and to not be a flyover for people who only 
care about what’s on the coasts,” said Bob Rosenberg, 
associate vice president for communications at the 
University of Chicago. 

So what is so special about Hyde Park? 

Residents say it’s the diversity, the intellectual rigor, 
the civic engagement, the small- town vibe. 


“I always felt like I was a Hyde Parker, not a 
Chicagoan,” said Hyde Park native Laurel Stradford, 
owner ofWhat the Traveler Saw, a store on 55th Street 
that sells accessories from Stradford’s world travels. 

People are friendlier, more willing to chat, more eager 
to get to know their neighbors, Stradford said. When 
she lived downtown after grad school, “I don’t think I 
got to meet half a dozen people,” she remembers. 

The “Cheers”-like sensibility thrives in the racially 
mixed community Hyde Park’s population is equal 
parts black and white and has a sizable Asian pres- 
ence— an anomaly on the South Side, which is over- 
whelmingly African-American. 

And while many of its neighboring communi- 
ties are impoverished and struggling to climb out of 
decay, Hyde Park boasts multimillion-dollar homes 
and a robust middle class along with low-income 
residents in public housing. A study released this year 
by DePaul University declared Hyde Park the most 
income-diverse neighborhood in Chicago. (Not that 
it isn’t pricey; a typical one-bedroom rents for $900 a 
month, said James Daughrity, a sales and leasing con- 
sultant at Apartment Finders’ Hyde Park office. The 
median cost to buy a condo or townhouse is $205,000, 
according to the Chicago Association of Realtors.) 

Hyde Park’s diversity is a major selling point. 

Heather Dalmage, sociology professor at Roosevelt 
University, moved to Hyde Park specifically so that 
her young children, who are of mixed race, could grow 
up in a diverse environment. 

“When you’re a mixed family, you can’t live in a 
whole lot of places comfortably,” said Dalmage, who 
is white and whose husband is black. 

Hyde Park has “a different sensibility,” Dalmage 


said. “You have more freedom. You’re less likely to be 
stared at, or for people to make comments.” 

Still, tensions exist. 

John Edgerton, a University of Chicago Divinity 
School student who grew up in Hyde Park, notes that 
while the neighborhood is diverse, the university is 
mostly white (just 7 percent of undergrad students 
were black in 2007), and fear of crime among some 
students lines up along racial lines. 

“Because we are positioned amid very depressed 
areas, there is a great deal of fearfulness about crime 
and violence that is being blamed on surrounding 
black communities,” Edgerton, 26, said. The murder 
last year of Senegalese grad student Amadou Cisse 
happened in Woodlawn, just a couple of blocks south 
of the Hyde Park border. 

Gabriel Piemonte, editor of the Hyde Park Herald, 
remembers his own hesitance about moving to Hyde 
Park from Rogers Park nine years ago. 

‘All of my friends were like, ‘You can’t live on the 
South Side. You’re not going to like it,’ ” Piemonte 
said. But the fine bookstores and beauty of the lake- 
front’s Promontory Point drew him in, and “over 
time, it was the people,” Piemonte said. 

“This is the kind of place where you can sink your 
roots,” Piemonte said. “This is a neighborhood people 
care about and are committed to.” 

People care a lot, and any proposed changes tend 
to provoke lengthy debate among residents with dif- 
fering ideas about how things should be. (“Probably,” 
Piemonte says, “we’re a neighborhood that takes itself 
too seriously”) 

Duane Powell, who works at Dr. Wax record store 
in the Harper Court shopping center, misses the days 
when people from all walks of life filled the court- 
yard to play chess late into the night and teach young 
people the game. The chess tables were removed in 
2002 because of concerns the area was drawing drug 
and gang activity 

“The only thing they got rid of was the thinking 
people,” said Powell, 37, who moved from Hyde Park 
to neighboring Washington Park in 2004. 

The clash of ideas is Hyde Park’s strength, said the 
U. of C.’s Rosenberg. One of the frustrating things 
during the presidential campaign was that Hyde Park 
and the university were consistently characterized as 
either a haven of the liberal elite, or a resting place for 
neoconservative thinking, Rosenberg said. 

“We are all those things and more. We are accep- 
tant of all the different voices,” Rosenberg said, not- 
ing that Obama embodies those values. 

“It’s our sense of pragmatism, our openness to 
diversity, that make this place special.”

“It’s nerdier than 
other places,” Erin Lane, 

30, said as she played 
with her two-year-old 
son at 57th Street Books. 

“You can’t buy towels 
or underwear here, but 
you can go to, like, seven 
of the most incredible 
bookstores.” 

Indeed, Hyde Park 
lacks some conveniences. 

There are no big-box 
stores nearby, mostly 
because there’s no 
space for them. There’s 
no commercial movie 
theater. Before Treasure 
Island replaced the 
struggling Hyde Park 
Co-Op earlier this year, 
many people felt they 
had no grocery store. 

To the chagrin of some 
university students, 
nightlife pickings are 
slim. 

“It’s just kind ofboring,” 
said Thomas Marks, 25, a 
student at the University 
of Chicago Law School. 

The popular watering hole Woodlawn Tap, a 
college dive on 55th Street informally known as 
Jimmy’s, gets old, he said. Not everyone likes 
Valois Cafeteria, a Hyde Park institution open 
since 1921, where professors rub elbows with 
homeless people, and where a heaping plate of 
baked chicken, mashed potatoes, corn on the cob 
and biscuits costs just $6.63, including tax. 

Hyde Park is getting some hipper options. 
Chant, a year-old restaurant and lounge on 53rd 
Street serving “global cuisine with an Asian 
twist,” features jazz and blues performers on the 
weekends. Jerry Kleiner, the restaurateur behind 
Opera and Marche, opened the colorful Park 52 
on 52nd Street six months ago, complete with 
enormous orange lampshades and $18 seared 
tilapia. 

“We want to give the community a touch of 
downtown,” said Park 52 general manager John 
Nowowiejski. “People have been craving this.”

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Gay school proposal shelved 

Supporters pull the plug on Tuesday vote amid sharp criticism and fear of a ‘watered down* version

The team pushing for Chicago’s first public 
high school aimed at gay and lesbian students 
pulled the plug Tuesday, faced with criticism 
from Mayor Daley and some ministers and 
an internal split about whether a revamped 
version “watered down” the vision. 

The Chicago Board of Education was set 
to vote on the proposal Wednesday, but the 


educators behind the plan asked to be taken 
off the agenda late Tuesday 

The school initially was going to be called 
the School for Social Justice Pride Campus, 
partly focusing on gay issues. But last week, 
organizers changed the name to the Solidarity 
Campus and broadened its focus to include all 
disenfranchised groups of students. 

As late as Tuesday morning, some advocates 


were pushing the idea that the change was a 
good compromise. A few hours later, however, 
the group told Chicago Public Schools 
officials it would try to retool its ideas and 
ask for approval in a year. 

“There are some members of the design 
team who felt it was watered down too much 
and there was not enough consensus ... to 
move forward as it stood,” district spokesman 


Michael Vaughn said. 

The organizers, members of the School for 
Social Justice in Little Village, could not be 
reached for comment Tuesday 

Some gay rights activists said they were 
concerned the proposed high school would 
segregate gay youths while others saw such 
a campus as a safe haven from possible 
harassment and violence.

CTA wants your 
credit card to be able

In a society addicted to buying on credit, the 
CTA is hoping to cash in big time. 

A “smart” version of those credit cards and 
bank debit cards stuffed in your wallet will be 
accepted for payment of CTA bus and train 
fares in about a year under a plan to simplify 
commuting, transit officials told the Tribune 
on Tuesday 

The card, which will contain a computer 
chip that allows the user to pay for rides on the 
CTA and other participating transit systems, 
is otherwise a standard credit or a debit card 
that can be used at all other businesses where 
it is currently accepted. 

It’s intended in part to eliminate the hassles 
of learning how to use the current CTA fare 
cards. 

“You tap the card against the card reader 
and get on the CTA. It removes the barrier 
of having to get our type of fare [card},” CTA 
President Ron Huberman said. 

For the CTA rider, the smart cards are 
billed as being all about the convenience. 
Consumers ultimately will be able to carry 
one card to cover just about any expense, from 
lattes to laundry bills, airfares to Frankfurt and 
subway rides to Clark and Division Streets, 
proponents of the cards say 

Visa, MasterCard and all other credit card 


and banking companies will be invited to bid 
for contracts, CTA officials said. 

The change, which is expected to take 
place over a period of years, marks a step 
toward what some financial experts envision 
as a mostly cashless society It also will free 
up the CTA to focus exclusively on providing 
transportation, while generating new 
income through long-term contracts with 
the corporations that issue and manage the 
cards. 

The potential benefits to the consumer 
are limited only by the imagination of the 
marketing departments at the credit card 
firms and banks competing for a chunk of 


the 1.7 million daily fare transactions on the 
CTA, experts say For example: Ride the bus, 
earn airline miles. 

‘A lot of merchants validate parking. They 
could also validate transit use by providing 
credits for CTA rides as a reward for shopping 
at their business,” said George Kocur, a senior 
lecturer at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology’s Department of Civil and 
Environmental Engineering. 

People who make low incomes, 
individuals with bad credit or those who 
don’t like credit or bank cards could 
continue to use traditional CTA transit 
cards, until they are eventually phased 


out, or pay cash fares on buses, CTA 
officials said. Cash represents fewer than 
5 percent of CTA fare transactions. 

The new smart card technology will open 
new lines of revenue to the cash-strapped 
CTA and allow it to eventually get out of 
the costly business of supplying fare cards, 
purchasing and maintaining transit card 
vending machines and doing the bookkeeping, 
officials said. 

“Moving away from producing our own fare 
media and maintaining transit card vending 
machines across the system will save the 
CTA at least $10 million a year over time,” 
Huberman said.

Crime down 3.5% in Chicago 


The Illinois State Police on Tuesday 
announced the state’s crime rate fell 3.6 
percent in 2007, and that crime in the city 
of Chicago that year dropped 3.5 percent. 

Crimes tracked in the survey are murder, 
criminal sexual assault, robbery, aggravated 
battery and aggravated assault, burglary, 
theft, motor vehicle theft and arson. Murder 
rates dropped statewide 4.8 percent in 
2007. 

Crime statistics in general can swing up 
or down on an annual basis. For example, in 
2006, the state’s crime rates had increased 


from 2005. And this year, while statewide 
numbers are not yet available, Chicago 
has seen a significant surge in its murder 
rate: the city had 392 homicides through 
September, 50 more than in the first nine 
months in 2007. 

One notable drop continues to be in 
the motor vehicle theft category, which 
decreased by 10 percent. This is the eighth 
year motor vehicle theft rates have dropped, 
according to the report. 

State Police Lt. Luis Gutierrez said since 
tracking tools like global positioning devices 


became standard in many new cars, theft 
rates have fallen. 

“GPS is a deterrent,” Gutierrez said, 
because it allows law enforcement to find a 
stolen car quickly Gutierrez said he believes 
other forms of technology — such as street 
cameras— have played a factor in the drop. 

Law enforcement agencies throughout 
the state reported 456,085 indexed crimes 
in 2007, compared to 470,730 in 2006. 
Counties bordering Cook County saw one 
of the larger drops in the report, with crime 
there down 4.7 percent.

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Plasma donations up in tough economy 


Inside Talecris Plasma Resources in 
Waukegan, business is good. Past the 
overflowing waiting room, 30 people 
recently reclined on comfortable red 
leather chairs, each one making $20 
to $45 as they watched TV, listened to 
music or chatted with neighbors. 

The source of the cash is blood plasma, 
precious to pharmaceutical companies as 
the raw material needed to make a wide 
variety of medicines. Thin tubes carried 
blood from each person’s arm to a piece 
of whirring machinery that gradually 
filled a container with the valuable 
yellow fluid. 

College students and the down-and- 
out have long donated plasma for easy 


money, but in a trying economic climate 
the number of people extracting gas or 
groceries from their veins is booming. 

Ismael Hernandez, 33, a forklift driver 
from Waukegan, said he started donating 
two months ago to supplement his job 
income. 

“Instead of sitting at home watching 
TV, I can spend a couple hours and make 
some extra gas money,” Hernandez said. 
“Everything is hard, it’s all getting more 
expensive: gas of course, just the cost of 
living.” 

An industry group said total donations 
may hit 16 million this year, up from 
10 million donations just three years 
earlier.

It's no secret America's fastest-growing sport 
is getting slammed by the economic slow- 
down. NASCAR teams are losing sponsors, 
laying off workers and, in some cases, merging 
with former rivals to stay afloat. 

But it's not a given the competition will 
suffer as a result. 

A return to frugality might be the best thing 
for N ASCAR, which has been transformed in 
the last decade by billion-dollar TV contracts 
and multimillion-dollar sponsorship deals. 

Consider the late Alan Kulwicki, who won 
NASCAR’s 1992 championship on such a lean 
budget— 19 employees and less than $2 mil- 
lion— that he scratched the first two letters 
from his Ford so it read “UNDERBIRD.” 

By comparison, Jimmie Johnson is cheered 
by the roughly 500 employees at Hendrick 
Motorsports, which fields four NASCAR 


teams— each with an annual budget of 
$20 million to $24 million. 

That surge in the cost of sponsoring a 
front-running team has enabled teams to hire 
fleets of engineers, buy sophisticated equip- 
ment and build state-of-the-art shops. 

“The money hasn't made the sport any 
better,” says former NASCAR driver Jimmy 
Spencer, now a commentator with Speed TV. 
‘As an old racer used to warn me about spend- 
ing money, Just remember: Pigs get fat, but 
hogs get slaughtered.' ” 

Larry Me Reynolds, Davcy Allison’s crew 
chief in '92, remembers when the sport 
entered the big-time, at least in his eyes. It 
was the day his team's owner, Robert Yates, 
bought his first million-dollar piece of equip- 
ment, a CNC machine, in the early 1990s. 

The CNC machine, essentially an enor- 
mous robot, could grind cylinder heads in a 


fraction of the time a crew member could, its 
blades slicing precisely as directed by a com- 
puter program, mass-producing one after 
another, and each of them identical. 

Today, top NASCAR teams such as 
I Iendrick Motorsports and Joe Gibbs Racing 
have at least a half-dozen CNC machines. 

The late Dale Earnhardt won most of his 
seven titles with less sophisticated equip- 
ment. 

“We had four scales, a ball of string and a 
tape measure, and that was all you needed,” 
said Kirk Shclmcrdinc, crew chief for four 
of those seven titles, recalling the process 
of building and balancing Earnhardt's No. 3 
Chevys. “And I had to re-use the string!” 

And while NASCAR mandated in 2006 
that all cars’ bodies be identical, the upshot 
has cost teams even more money. With so 
little variation among the cars, well-funded 


teams are pouring millions into research and 
development to find the slightest edge. 

And each time one hires an engineer with 
an MIT degree or Formula One experience, 
others scramble to do the same. 

But not all the excess is in payrolls. It can be 
found in lavish motor homes and I^earjets. 

“Greed has become a big problem in 
NASCAR,” Spencer said. “But all of us need 
to start realizing we’re spending too much.” 

NASCAR President Brian France took a 
step in that direction by banning testing in 
2009, which could save teams as much as $1 
million each. But he ruled out two other cost- 
saving measures: trimming the 36-racc season 
and shortening the lengths of races. 

Says McRevnolds: “The bottom line is, 
it doesn’t matter what rule you make: The 
strong are still gonna be strong, and the weak 
arc still gonna be weak.”

Racing teams begin mass layoffs 


CHARLOTTE Above all the pomp of Sunday's 
season finale at I lomestead-Miami 
Speedway hung an air of uncertainty and, in 
some cases, panic. Team members quietly 
passed around resumes. Others worried that 
the end of the race also would signify die end 
of a steady paycheck. 

Mass layoffs are expected throughout 
NASCAR this week. Some guess as many as 
1,000 will lose their jobs. 

On Tuesday Hall of Fame Racing said it 
will cut its staff even if it secures sponsor- 
ship to run a lull 2009 season. 

Layoffs began a mere two months into the 
season when RAM Racing stopped showing 
up at races. Then Chip Ganassi let 71 people 
go in July when he cut down to two cars. 


The numbers have steaddy grown since, 
reaching all the way to the elite teams of 
NASCAR. Hendrick Motorsports, Roush 
Fenway Racing and Joe Gibbs Racing have 
all gone through layoffs in the past month. 

It all paled to last Wednesday when Dale 
Earnhardt Inc, gave pink slips to 116 employ- 
ees so it could ease the way for a merger with 
Ganassi. 

“It's gut-wrenching to make those deci- 
sions,' 5 DEI president Max Siegel said. 

Several other teams will probably share 
that experience rbis week. 

Sponsorship woes have put famed Petty 
Enterprises and rhe Wood Brothers on 
shaky ground, while the bottom might well 
be about to drop at Rill Davis Racing, “We've 


all overspent,” seven-time scries champion 
Richard Petty said “We all had it so good 
we just kept going forward without saying, 
What if it goes bad?’ w 

It's likely to get much worse. Attendance 
is down, sponsorships arc harder to come 
by and the Rig 3 automakers are in financial 
trouble, 

France said a little more than a week 
ago that NASCAR “won't live or die” by a 
manufacturer pullback or pullout. But many 
teams will, and the effect will be devastating 
to those who rely on racing to pay the bills, 

“This is the way they pay their mortgag- 
es," driver Jeff Burton said, “And this is the 
way they pay their car loans and send their 
children to school and pay their bills,"

Alkaline Trio 
leaves the Chicago 
area for L.A. and 
replaces anger 
with ... meditation?

Meditation. Surfing. “The Hills.” These are not the 
topics you expect to discuss with Matt Skiba. 

As the lead singer of punk rock vets Alkaline 
Trio, the Chicago-area native (who departed for 
California in the early ’oos) won a legion of hard- 
core fans with his tales of suffering and woe, all 
laced with dollops of gore, dark humor and alcohol- 
fueled pathos. But times change, and so do bands. 
The Trio recently celebrated both a decade of 
existence and the release of its latest record, ‘Agony 
and Irony,” an album that sees the group replace 
its speedy tempos and dark vibes with a melodic, 
almost NewWave (and New Age) sensibility 

We spoke with Skiba, 32, about the change and 
why Lauren, Heidi and the gang can’t harsh on his 
newfound mellow 


You were recently a guest on, of all things, 
“The Hills/' How did that go over with fans? 

The experience was, for us, just another 
day in the studio, but with more video 
cameras. One of the girls on the show, 
Audrina, is an intern at our new label, 
Epic Records. Her sister is a huge fan 
of ours and had a child named after one 
of our songs, “Sadie.” I’m not sure they 
know what the song is about, s Anyway, 
I’ve never seen the show, and I don’t 
watch TV. If it was something no one 
watched, we would have done it {any- 
way}, because this person was a fan. But 
I guess 6 million people a week watch it. 
And yeah, the backlash was incredible. 

I couldn’t believe it. It was like we had 
invaded Poland. But I really don’t care 
what people think of our decision. We’d 
do it again.

Your new album is called “Agony and Irony.” 
I'm assuming it's a play on “Ebony and 
Ivory"? 

We’re always sitting around playing word 
games. Before we had even written this 
record, I came up with that snappy title. 

Our last record was going to be called 
“Church and Destroy,” but it didn’t make 
sense. But this title fit the subjects we dis- 
cuss. And, yes, these are the things that keep 
me up at night. 

You've written songs about the Donner Party, 
the Manson Family and now late Joy Division 
singer Ian Curtis. What attracts you to tragic 
figures? 

We’re all intrigued by something that’s 
foreign to us, and I think we’re naturally 
attracted to the macabre. And the song, 
“Help Me,” about Ian Curtis, is more of a 
positive thing, how a guy who lived a short, 
tragic life left something so beautiful for us. 

Considering the topics on some of your early 
records— alcohol, Satanism, death, bad rela- 
tionships— do you find some of those songs 
hard to sing now that you’re in a different 
space? 

I did for a while. I got wrapped up in my 
own ego ... you know, “our newest stuff is the 
best, and I only want to play that!” But there 
are people who want to hear those old songs. 
And we have an appreciation for them. ... I 
mean, the lyrics to a song like “Cringe” seem 
embarrassing now, but it’s gotten us where 
we are now, and we’re proud of those songs. 

You've recently professed your admiration 
of Transcendental Meditation. Is that some- 
thing that influences you? 

It’s pretty much a huge part of who I am. I 
don’t want to tell people it’ll change your life, 
but even that doesn’t do it justice. Actually, 

I was meditating before I talked to you. It’s 
become like eating or breathing to me. ... 
And practicing it, I can now say I honestly 
live a fear- and anxiety-free life since I start- 
ed this. I flipped myself entirely 

Even though you’re a Left Coaster now, do 
you miss Chicago? 

I don’t miss the weather, though in spring 
and fall, there isn’t a better city I have a lot 
of good friends there, and there are aspects I 
miss, but I love California. I get to surf a lot. 

When you did live here, did you see local 
bands like Rise Against and Fall Out Boy start- 
ing to make their mark? 

We’ve been friends with Rise Against for- 
ever. And I was friendly with Fall Out Boy 
from the Fireside Bowl scene. Now that 
they’re huge— well, Chicago represent, you 
know?

Apartment, condo 
dwellers go green 
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Bamboo is one choice for environmentally sustainable flooring, mctfile

Environmentally conscious condo and apart- 
ment dwellers can’t be blamed for feeling a 
bit, well, green over those living in detached 
homes, free to make just about any Earth- 
friendly renovations they like. 

Unless they live in a building with a hom- 
eowners association that has embraced the 
Earth- friendly way, condo owners are decid- 
edly limited by comparison in the range of 
upgrades they can make to enhance their 
energy savings. 

And renters— often times they’re lucky if 
they can get permission to paint, much less 
rip out flooring, countertops and cabinets. 

But those are not reasons to ignore the trove 
of products that can whittle down that carbon 
footprint, eradicate airborne toxins and beef 
up the use of recyclables, experts say 
Here are their recommendations: 

Light bulbs 

The first things condo and apartment resi- 
dents should do to cut their energy costs is 


toss out their incandescent light bulbs and 
replace them with compact fluorescent 
bulbs or LEDs, light-emmitting diodes, said 
Russell Albanese, president of the Albanese 
Organization, which has built several green 
residential high-rises in New York City 
Compact fluorescent light bulbs start at about 
$4, with many models above $10. LEDs with 
comparable light output to household lamp 
incandescent lights typically are around $30. 

Programmable thermostats 

They can be used to manage when the air con- 
ditioning or heat turns on, so that they’re on 
for less time during the day when the unit is 
empty “It can save you a lot of energy if you’re 
away from home a lot,” says Jay Hall, a tech- 
nical consultant for the U.S. Green Building 
Council, an industry trade group. 

Dual-flush toilets 

With prices starting around $400, dual-flush 
toilets give users two options on how much 
water to use per flush, which can save water. 


Flooring 

Those thinking about redoing their floor- 
ing have more environmentally sustainable 
choices than ever, including reclaimed wood, 
bamboo, cork and natural linoleum, which is 
made out of flax seed, linseed oil and other 
biodegradable materials. Bamboo and cork 
flooring come in a variety of finishes. They 
typically start at around $3.50 a square foot, 
with some styles going for twice that or as low 
as $2 at some retailers. 


Kitchen cabinets 

Cabinets also can be redone with similar alter- 
natives to wood, including composite veneer, 
which can be made to look like exotic woods. 

The options for swapping out kitchen 
counters for more eco-friendly materials now 
include using recycled bottles and glass recov- 
ered from landfills. Metal, reclaimed wood, 
and stone also are good alternatives, says Sarah 
Beatty, founder of New %rk-based Green 
Depot, a green home building retailer.

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Making up Madonna 


The Denver Post 

For Gina Brooke, the magic of a Madonna concert isn’t 
when the pop star is strutting on stage with a full set of 
backup singers and dancers, but when she drops out of 
sight. 

That’s because Brooke, the diva’s makeup artist, is wait- 
ing along with a hairstylist and two wardrobe assistants 
to touch up Madonna’s face and hair, and help her change 
into a new costume. 

»Skin: A threefold 
complexion boost 
starts with a spritz of 
Depsea Facial Mist 
with a rose scent. 

Next Brooke applies a 
5-minute moisturizing 
eye mask and 
applies Phyto Black 
Lift Firming Anti- 
Wrinkle Cream, a rich 
moisturizer. 


The routine takes 90 seconds, tops. 

“If she doesn’t get her boot on straight, I can’t powder 
her properly, or she’ll go on late and it can be a big issue,” 
Brooke says. The support crew for the “Sticky & Sweet” 
tour gets a private show by Madonna during the changes. 
“She’s really funny and witty” 

Brooke, artistic director for Shu Uemura, carefully 
preps Madonna before each performance. Here’s the 
routine: 

»Eyes: Brooke uses Shu Uemura’s Liquid 
Eyeliner Pen, applied in a thin line at the inner 
corner and thicker as it extends beyond the eye. 
The lower lid also is lined. 

Eye shadow application starts with M800, a 
matte beige applied at the base of the lid. Over 
it goes IR900, a dark metallic shadow; and then 
ME900, a black shadow. All of it is blended to 
create a gunmetal metallic effect. 

After brushing on mascara, Brooke applies 
false lashes-her choice for Madonna is a set 
called Smoky Layers. By putting mascara on 
first, you have the length and thickness, then 
you add the lashes to get a furry, soft, doe-eyed 
look,” she says. 


» Face: Face Architect 
Remodeling Cream 
Foundation “gives the 
illusion of glowing, 
dewy skin, but she 
has beautiful skin 
anyway,” Brooke says. 
Next, Base Control is 
applied to the bridge 
of her nose and cheek 
plane to brighten and 
highlight. 

» Brows: They get an 
application of powder 
to intensify but not 
overdramatize them. 


» Blush: Powder in 
the shade MPink31 
is brushed on the 
apples of the cheeks. 

» Lips: Nude 908 
lip liner is followed 
by Rouge Unlimited 
BG 949, “a beautiful 
creamy lip color 
that goes on matte 
but feels creamy, 
especially in the 
wintertime,” Brooke 
says.
